Rochester, N. Y, April 13—Fires are 


raging this afternoon in two sections 
of Rochester, apparently uncontrolla- 
ble, and unless the gale which is now 
blowing at thirty or more miles un 
hour subsides the damage will be very 
great. 
. Every piece of fire apparatus is* on 
the scene and appeals havo been sent 
to Syracuse and Buffalo for assistance. 
Both cities have replied that they are 
sending aid on fast trains. 


At 2 o"clock It was estimated that 


the loss then was $1,000,000. The fire 
broke out in the Selden building, a 
fonr-story structure at tho corner of 
Gibbs and Main streets. That build- 
ing is in rains. 
The flames leaped 


from It to 3t. Peter's church in Grove 
street and 'ihen to the Jewish syna- 
gogue, the %'erith Kodesh temple. St. 
Peter's was saved, but the temple was 
•wrecked. 


Sweeps Apartment Houses. 


Apartment houses valued at $200.000 


were swept away and then the- flames 
attacked a score of more of residences 
on that'and adjoining streets and is 
now spreading'to'others. 
Fully; 150 


families have moved out • from 
the 


paths of the flames. Numerous houses 
are -burning without a single stream of 
water to check the -progress of the 
fire.' 


At the same time fire broke out in 


the First Reformed church on Nassau 
'street, in another section o£ the city 
and about one mile removed. Only, one 
fire company could be spared for this 
fire and the church soon fell a prey to 
the flames, which spread to residences 
and are now 'sweeping the street, the 
residents moving out as fast as the 
flames approach. The Palmer lumber 
yard across Harrison street from the 
church caught fire and was burned. 


The. militia has been ordered out by 


Mayor Edgerton to police the burning 
district. 


Girl Is Missing, 


One girl is reported missing.. She 


worked in the burned Palmer.building. 
A woman went violently insane from 
fear as her home was in the path of 
the flames. She was sent to a hos- 
pital. 


It was decided to dynamite some 


buildings on Stillson street in an .ef- 
fort to control the fire. The gale is

Taylor to Join them. Prof. Leverett is 
planning to bring one of his classes in 
geology here to make a close-range 
study of the old water course as de- 
fined by geological conditions that are 
yet plainly distinguishable.

was made at Huntington, where ex- 
ploration revealed in the rock strat.1 
marked evidences of th« connection 
between the old outlet of Lake Erie 
and the Wabash river, and the ex- 
plorations were continued as far west- 
ward as Wabash. 


"Of course the F&rt Wayne canal 


was in my mind during the trip." said 
Mr. Taylor today, "and I perhaps made 
some of my observations with refer- 
ence to she proposed waterway, but 
the occasion -row Just a little geologi- 
cal excursion, and it had no connection 
•whatever with the canal enterprise." 


Cornmunieiation Will Go to 


City Council at the 
Meeting Tonight. 


Mayor W. J. Hosey lias prepared and 


will submit to the city council tonight 
a communication asking that body to 
proceed against the Fort Wayne and 
Wabash Valley Traction company and 
the Home Telephone company for the 
purpose of collecting about $10,000 of 
pole tax which lie says are due and 
which the companies havo declined to 
pay. 
The Home company's 
tax 
is 


about $1,700 a year and that of the 
traction company about S5.000. 
This 


was due the first of March, 190S, and 
the first of March of this year and 
neither of the installments have been 
paid. 
The telephone company is en- 


titled to some rebate from the fact 
that the city lighting plant uses some 
of its poles. 


Mr. Hosey sots out in his communi- 


cation that the ordinance providing 
for the payment of this tax has been 
in force for thirteen years and that it 
has never been disputed except in this 
instance, although the companies hava 
maintained that it is not legal 'and 
have paid under protest. Ho says that 
they enjoy the use of the streets to the 
inconvenience of property owners and 
endanger life and property and ought 
to bo made to pay.

dock says was lent to the states out 
of the treasury surplus back in 1836, 
in an interview today takes Issue with 
Deputy Auditor nf State John Reed, of 
Indiana, who finds Indiana has no 
record of having received over $860,000, 
its share of distribution.

T. R. Palmer, do hereby certify 


that the said sum has been deposited 
hy the secretary of the treaKin> with 
tho state of Indiana, and that for the 
safe keeping and repayment of the 
same to the United States, In conform- 
ity to sairl act of congress, the state of 
Indiana is legally bound, and its faith 
is solemnly pledged and in pursuance 
of the authority of the act of the leg- 
islature (pussert Dec. 21. 183G. author- 
izing the receipt of the money) for and 
in behnlf of the state. I hereby affix 
my signature and seal In testimony of 
the promises and faith of the said

The New Jersey member was the 


only republican who announced his 
candidacy to succeed Mr. Cannon as 
speaker of tho Sixty-first congress. 
The fact that he did not make a cam- 
paign for the position was not due to 
any regard for the ambitions of Mr. 
Cannon, It is understood. 


Fowler One of Insurgents. 


Mr. Fowler was one of the "insur- 


gents" who caused so much trouble for 
the republican organization In the 
fight over the adoption of the rules of 
the present house. 


If tho speaker decides to reorganize 


the committee it is believed he will 
select Representative Edward B. Vree- 
land, of New York, to head it. 
Mr. 


Vreeland has never been a member 
of the committee, but he achieved sig- 
nal honor a year ago by preventing 
the passage through the house of 
bill he had drafted on the currency 
question which was later superseded 
by the Aldrlch bill. Speaker Cannon 
then made him chairman of the house 
delegation on the monetary commis- 
sion, which is Investigating the cur- 
rency question.

The combine members say they will 
force up prices and will remain closet 
for twelve months if necessary. 


"It is simply a case of no prices fot 


lumber," said F. F. Patterson, of Kir- 
byvllle. Texas. "There is no business, 
and, rather than sell at any price we 
cnn get, we will forcn the dealers to 
pay our prices by cutting otit the sup* 
ply as long as is necessary."

a loss of $6.733,703.56. 


President James McCrea, In com- 


menting upon tho conditions set forth 
,n tho report, says In part: 


"The depression in business referred 


to in the last annual report continued 
throughout the year and Is reflected in 
the statements contained In the pres- 
ent report. The depression was most 
severely felt In the iron and st^el in- 
dustries, from which a large portion of 
your revenue is ordinarily derived, and 
it was only by the most extraordinary 
efforts that the reduction in operating 
expenses could be brought within rca- 
snnnblo relation 
to the enormous 


shrinkage in gross 
revenues. It Is 


gratifying to bfi able to report, how- 
ever, that in consequence of the policy 
heretofore followed, tho physical con- 
dition of your property Is excellent, 
and while renewal of material has not 
been carried on at the same rate as in 
prosperous years, the standard of track 
and equipment has been substantially 
maintained. 


"The passenger train earnings of the 


lines operated by your company were 
materially affected by the reduction in 
tho maximum rates of passenger fares 
and in the compensation received from 
the government for carrying the Unlt- 
od States malls. Had the samo ratvs 
of faro and tho same rates for carrying 


offices for several dnys, but nothing 
has been heard from tho Pennsylvania 
tofflclals concerning the rates.

New Tork, April 13.—The writ of 


habeas corpus secured in behalf of S. 
S. Carvalho. Bradford Merrill and Ed- 
ward H. Clark, 
officers of the Star 


company, publishers of the New Tork 
American and Evening Journal. In the 
action brought against them for crim- 
inal libel on 
complaint of John D. 


Rockefeller, Jr.. was upheld by Jus- 
tice Gerard In the supreme court yes- 
terday, and the defendants ordered 
discharged. 


Mr. Rockefeller had complained ot 


the publication in the New York Amer- 
ican. Dec. 17, 1908, of an article accus- 
ing him of having originated a peonage 
nystem to which the employes of a 
certain breakfast food company in Il- 
linois were alleged to have been sub- 
jected. 


The article, which was promptly dis- 


avowed the next day when n full re- 
traction of all the objectionable allega- 
tions was printed, recited that part of 
the system for which Mr. Rockefeller 
was held responsible consisted in the 
keeping of workmen in a s'ockade 
guarded by armed sentries and In- 
closed by a high fence along which 
Charged olectrlc wires worn run. 


Calls Article Gross Libel. 


In his opinion Justice Gerard char- 


acterizes tho article as a gross and 
vicious libel, the writers and publishers 
of which should be brought to trial, 
but finds that no evidence exists to 
show that Messrs. Carvalho, Merrill 
and Clark had anything whatever to do 
with Its writing or publication. The 
decision affirms tho principle that the 
officers of a corporation which pub- 
lishes a newspaper are not liable to 
criminal prosecution for libels printed 


during the i emalnder of their lives, tha 
amounts of which are to be based upon 
the salaries paid them when retired.
